


WYCOMBE’S current 
misfortunes continued 
yesterday when they were 
given one of the most 
potentially difficult ties in 
the first round of the FA 
Cup — away to Maidstone 
United of the Southern 
League on November 25. 


One man Wycombe must 
beat if they are to get through 
to the seond round is Dickie 
Guy, who became an FA Cup 
hero when saving a penalty for 
Wimbledon against Leeds four 
years ago.
